BERLIN #—The Russians quit 
the Berlin city government today 
and thus killed the last function- 
ing four-power governing body in 
Germany. 


A British spokesman reported 
this latest development in the Ber- 
lin crisis. He said the Russians 
withdrew from the Kommanda- 
tura, the allied body set up to 
rule Berlin, with the statement 
that “The Kommandatura no 
longer exists.” 

The spokesman quoted Col. Boris 
Kalinin, the Soviet chief of staff 
here, as blaming the behavior of 
Col. Frank Howley, American com- 
mander for Berlin, and introduc-

The division of Germany into 
separate Eastern and Western 
states appeared certain unless new 
four-power talks are launched on 
the highest political levels. The 
Russians have already made plans 
for a Communist-led state in their 
occupation zone.

SAN DIEGO Local property 
taxes accounted for $48 out of 
total tax payments of $420 made 
last year by the average Califor- 
nian, who paid income taxes 
amounting to more than 
that total, mostly to the federal 
government. Sales taxes, federal, 
state and local, were in excess of 
$40 for each resident. 

Speaking here 
nual meeting of the County Super- 
visors association of California, 
Dixwell L. Pierce, secretary of the 
state board of equalization, cited 
these figures to show that prop- 
erty taxes, although high, are not 
disproportionately heavy. He fore- 
cast that they probably will have 
to be retained indefinitely as the 
principal source of local revenue 

“Twenty years ago,” aald Pierce, 
“when our population was about 
half what it 13 now, the per capita 
property tax burden was almost 
the current figure.”
